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Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Gillies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December, 
1956,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Minister  of  Health. 

The  general  health  of  the  town  was  exceptionally  good  throughout 
the  year,  and  the  weekly  sickness  rates  were  below  average  for  the  district. 

There  was  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  births,  and  the 
birth  rate  compares  very  favourably  with  that  for  England  and  Wales. 
The  deaths  were  slightly  fewer  than  for  the  year  previous,  but  the 

crude  death  rate  remains  high,  as  one  would  except  for  a  population  such 
as  yours  which  is  on  the  ageing  side. 

The  population  of  the  town  remains  static,  and  the  vital  statistics  are 
set  out  in  the  accompanying  tables. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  vast  majority  of  the  population  lives  to  a 
ripe  old  age.

SECTION  “B” 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

The  general  health  services  continued  to  run  smoothly  and  there  was 
a  close  liaison  between,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  doctors 
practising  in  the  town.  This  close  association  is  very  much  in  the  public 
interest  as  matters  can  be  dealt  with  immediately  on  a  personal  basis. 

One  outstanding  lack  still  remains,  adequate  accommodation  for  old 
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people.  The  situation  at  times  becomes  acute  as  there  is  rarely  any  accom¬ 
modation  at  Gwynntor,  and  the  geriatric  services  being  centralised  in  the 
City  of  Plymouth  great  difficulty  is  at  times  experienced  in  getting  ac¬ 
commodation  for  necessitous  cases.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  sort  itself 
out  in  time,  as  the  new  service  becomes  more  soundly  established. 

Welfare  Foods.  The  W.V.S.  continued  to  give  most  valuable  assistance 
distributing  these  foods  to  the  general  public. 

Maternity  Accommodation.  During  the  year  209  babies  were  born  at 
the  Tavistock  Maternity  Home  as  follows:

Doctor  Budding,  the  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer  has  submitted 
the  following  brief  report  on  her  work  during  the  year: 

“The  routine  work  among  school  children  and  infants  has  con¬ 
tinued.  The  general  health  of  the  child  population  is  good  and  standard 
of  cleanliness  very  high.  Verminousness  is  now  conspicuous  by  its 
almost  complete  absence. 

“During  the  year  two  handicapped  children  were  given  home 
tuition,  one  boy  was  admitted  to  the  special  school  for  physically 
handicapped  pupils,  and  one  to  Maristow  House  Special  School  for 
educationally  subnormal  children;  there  is,  however,  a  need  for  a 
child  guidance  clinic  in  Tavistock.  At  present  children  have  to  go  to 
Plymouth,  which  is  unsatisfactory  geographically  and  also  has  a  long 
waiting  list. 

“The  highlight  of  the  year  was  the  introduction  of  vaccination 
against  Poliomyelitis  which  was  offered  to  selected  groups  of  children 
in  May/June.  Although  there  was  some  natural  apprehension  among 
parents  who  had  consented,  the  vaccinations  were  carried  out  with  no 
untoward  effects  or  reactions.  A  total  of  14  children  were  successfully 
vaccinated  in  Tavistock.  These  were,  of  course,  only  a  small  percentage 
selection  of  those  whose  parents  consented,  as  only  a  small  quantity 
of  vaccine  was  available  in  this  first  issue.” 


SECTION  “C” 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply: 

Sufficiency.  It  was  only  found  necessary  to  augment  the  town’s  water 
supply  at  very  infrequent  intervals  during  the  summer  months  of  a  rather 
wet  year. 

Quality.  Routine  samples  were  taken  from  the  Kilworthy  and  Sandy 
Park  distribution  mains  during  the  year  and  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratories  at  Plymouth. 

A  total  of  56  samples  was  taken  and  the  reports  show  that  49  samples 
were  Grade  I,  four  samples  were  Grade  II,  one  sample  was  Grade  III,  and 
two  samples  were  Grade  IV.  These  intermittent  failures  in  the  town’s 
water  supply  have  been  the  source  of  great  concern  to  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  many  years  and  it  is  felt  that  some  drastic  action  is 
necessary  to  safeguard  the  town’s  water  from  possible  dangerous  pollution. 
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I  he  lollowing  is  the  result  of  a  chemical  examination  of  a  sample  of 
the  Wilminstone  Quarry  intake  taken  on  the  13th  March,  1956:

Supply  from  piped  mains.  The  great  majority  of  dwellings  in  the 
Urban  area  have  an  internal  piped  supply.  A  few;  mainly  cottages  in  the 
older  part  of  the  town,  continue  to  use  taps  in  the  rear  yards,  whilst 
others  in  the  higher  parts  of  the  town  are  supplied  by  shallow  wells.  These 
latter  are  above  the  reservoir  level. 

Sewage  Disposal: 

The  disposal  plants  at  Crowndale  and  Whitchurch  continue  to  deal 
effectively  with  the  towns  sewage  throughout  the  year. 

Samples  of  the  effluent  together  with  the  river  water  above  and 
below  the  discharge  point  were  taken  and  proved  satisfactory. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal: 

A  system  of  weekly  collection  of  domestic  and  trade  refuse  has 
continued  to  operate  throughout  the  year. 

A  controlled  method  of  tipping  has  been  effected  during  the  year, 
which  was  interrupted  twice  by  tip  fires  of  unknown  origin. 

Rodent  infestation  control  of  the  tip  has  been  carried  out  regularly. 

Swimming  Bath: 

The  open  air  swimming  bath  owned  by  the  Council  was  open  from 
May  until  September.  The  usual  arrangements  enabling  the  use  of  the 
bath  by  organised  parties  of  children  from  the  local  schools  operated.

SECTION  “D” 

During  the  year  12  Council  dwellings  were  completed  and  occupied 
on  the  Buctor  Park  Estate,  8  being  2-bedroomed  type  and  4  being  3- 
bedroomed  type,  making  a  total  of  253  since  building  recommenced  in  1946.

92  food  premises  were  visited  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations, 
1955/56  when  defects  were  pointed  out  to  the  occupiers,  who  were,  in  the 
majority  of  cases,  willing  to  co-operate  with  the  Council.

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SECTION  “F” 


PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

The  year  reached  a  new  low  level  in  instances  of  infectious  disease, 
and  one  might  almost  say  that  they  were  non-existent  within  the  confines 
of  the  town  during  this  period. 

There  are  about  a  score  of  infectious  diseases  which  are  notifiable  to 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  by  private  doctors,  and  other  conditions  and 
infections  are  brought  to  his  notice  by  the  school  authorities. 

You  will  see  from  the  accompanying  tables  that  practically  no  illness 
arose  from  very  infectious  causes.  Some  of  the  notifiable  infectious  diseases 
are  extremely  important  and  dangerous,  such  as  smallpox,  but  fortunately 
very  rarely  occur,  whilst  on  the  other  hand  measles  which  is  ubiquitous, 
and  attacks  practically  everyone  is  far  less  important  from  the  Public 
Health  angle,  and  one  often  wonders  whether  any  useful  purpose  is  served 
by  continuing  its  notification. 

A  disease  which,  in  my  opinion,  is  of  great  importance,  but  is  not 
notifiable,  is  German  Measles  or  Rubella.  The  importance  of  this  disease 
is  the  fact  that  although  it  is  of  a  trivial  nature  in  the  child  or  adult  who 
contract,  it,  the  patient  may  be  a  young  woman  in  the  early  stages  of 
pregnancy,  and  the  effects  on  the  baby  can  be  devastating.  It  has  been 
shown  that  many  of  the  congenital  defects  are  due  to  infection  of  the 
mother  whilst  in  the  early  stages  of  pregnancy.  This  disease,  in  my  opinion, 
could  very  well  be  made  notifiable  so  that  any  young  woman  in  the  early 
stages  of  pregnancy  could  be  given  a  prophylactic  dose  of  Gamma  Globulin 
in  the  hope  of  saving  the  baby  from  congenital  malformation. 

Another  disease  which  has  been  endemic  for  ten  or  more  years  in 
West  Devon  is  glandular  fever.  Little  or  nothing  is  known  of  the  method 
of  spread  of  this  disease,  but  it  is  the  cause  of  very  considerable  disability 
with  prolonged  convalescence.  I  should  like  to  see  this  disease  made 
notifiable,  if  only  in  the  interests  of  research,  so  that  one  could  endeavour 
to  elucidate  its  somewhat  elusive  method  of  spread.

Tuberculosis.  One  new  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  notified 
during  the  year,  but  no  deaths  have  been  recorded  from  this  cause. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  51  cases  of  Tuberculosis  remained  on  the 
register  as  follows:—
